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Army Head Says Railroads Ready 


PPHE railroads are facing an “‘all-out™ transportation job . . . 
and the railroads are prepared and able to go “all-out.” 

Such is the opinion of Captain E, C. R. Lasher, Quartermaster 
Corps, U.S.A., of Washington, D. C. Captain Lasher, as chief 
of the Railroad Transportation Division of the War Depatt- 
ment, knows what he's talking about, for he directs movernents 
of government materials and supplies as well as the handling of 
troops. And what he talked about before the 18th annual meet- 
ing of the Great Lakes Regional Shippers’ Advisory Board is of 
paramount interest to all railroaders. Let's listen in: 

“We have a job ahead of us—a tremendous job—one which 
will strain us to the limit, but one nevertherless which we will 
accomplish. 

“When I say we, ] mean just that! This is a job for teamwork, 
‘Transportation in this emergency is being, and willbe, accom- 
plished by a team of three members—the shippers, the trans- 
portation industry, and the government. With mutual conf- 
dence, full cooperation, and close coordination, this team cannot 
be beaten. But in order for this team to win, all of these ele- 
ments must be present-~and present not just in actions but in 
heart and soul. There is no use kidding ourselves, this trans- 
portation job is an ‘all-out’ job. 

“There is need far speed. But cemembec everything cannot be 
shipped at the same time. Let the priorities of production take 
care of that. There are many things to be done, but keep your 
actions orderly and, above all, let everyone bend his effort 
toward keeping transportation under control, Bear these things 
in mind; heed them, and we will move anything, any time, any- 
where.” 

Captain Lasher went on to compare the similarity between 
war time conditions of 1917 and those of today, both marked by 
“tremendous industrial expansion, increased employment, huge 
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governmental expenditures, large and rapid “increase in the 
Army and Navy, and an ever increasing amount -of -exports 
through Atlantic ports"—and to contrast the transportation con- 
gestion of 1917 with the rapid movement of men and materials 
today. He continued: 

“Today, not even a tendency of congestion appears at any 
point. No embargoes because of the emergency have -been 
necessary. Traffic is Howing freely through our Atlantic ports. 
The present cantonment construction program is well into its 
finat quarter with nearly all materials delivered. Special trains of 
troops are moving freely on exact schedules, Plant expansion 
and new plant constuction is in full swing.” 

To these words the railroads say: “Thank you, Captain, for 
your ‘all-out’ approval of the railroads’ activities. Such remarks, 
coming from an unbiased transportation expert, greatly en- 
courage our efforts. Railroadets recognize the seriousness of the 
job at hand, and will continue their effort to move anything, 
any time, anywhere.”

Hundreds of Railroad Jobs Added to 
Handle Heavy Increase in SP Traffic 


“High School graduates, boys up 
40 21 years of age, to start as juniors 
with Southern Pacific Co. accounting 
dept, Apply room 235, 65 Market.” 


Four small lines of type printed this 
advertisement in San Francisco news- 
papers but the story those four lines tell 
makes headline news for any newspaper. 
Only four lines, but they presage a dra- 
matic advance in railroad employment as 
the SP Company finds it necessary, for 
the first time in eleven years, to advertise 
for help in running the West's greatest 
transportation system. 

The resulting figures are startling! 
Following its policy of keeping a full 
personnel employed, consistent with the 
work to be done, SP has increased the 
aumber of positions on Pacific Lines by 
4,627 in twelve months’ time. These 
Sgures are of April, 1941, and it’s pretty 
safe to say that by the time this issue of 
the Bulletin is distributed there will be 
over five thousand more jobs on Pa- 
cific Lines than there were a year ago. 
In other words, SP’s expansion has 
employed enough new railroaders to 
populate a city such as Tracy, Dinuba, 
Gilroy, Nogales, Sparks, or Ashland. 

Equally as startling, and as iniportant, 
is the fact that SP’s payroll, a true 
barometer of business health, has in- 
creased 13.5% as of April, 1941, over 
April, 1940. This monthly payroll stands 


at $7,913,000 as against $6,971,000 for 
April of 1940. AH of which means that 
there are over 942,000 more SP payroll 
dollars circulating than there were this 
month last year. And $942,000 will buy 
a lot of food, clothing, washing machines, 
bicycles, and whatnots. 

Remember, too, that these five thou- 
sand new jobs don't tell the full story of 
the army of new faces to be found in the 
SP family these days, for there have been 
constant changes in many regularly as- 
signed positions. Uncle Sam has called 
many to the ranks of his rapidly growing 
armed force, while many others have 
taken part in the turn-over that occurs 
during all lively economic times. These 
factors have called for a major effort in 
adequately filling hundreds of positions. 

The effort wouldn't be a major one at 
all, in fact it wouldn't even be-an effort, 
if the railroad could simply send out a 
call for so many men and sign up every- 
one who answered. But there’s scarcely 
a railroad job that doesn’t call for a per- 
son with a particular kind of training, 
background, or potential abifity.

It is for this reason that age limits have 
been raised for applicants for such jobs 
as machinists, boilermakers, blacksmiths, 
sheet metal workers, electricians and cer- 
tain other mechanics. Age limits have also

work, and older: men with some past rail- 
road experience, - particularly -yardmen, 
brakemen, dispatchers, telegtaphers, sig- 
nalmen, and qualified men for engineer- 
ing and maintenance work are joining 
the great trek “back to the rails.”

The training given students in yard, en- 
gine, and train jobs, and the friendly co- 
operation of older employes in helping 
the newcomers, attest to the interest of 
the Company and its railroaders in gen. 
eral in secing that every opportunity is 
given SP new workers, not only to master 
their jobs rapidly, but to qualify for the 
jobs ahead, 

Most on Coast Division 


New faces are everywhere! The in- 
crease in railroad positions, resulting 
from promotions and the creation of new 
jobs, ranges from executive posts to sec- 
tion gangs, During these past twelve 
months we've employed truckers, billers, 
yatdmen, brakemen, firemen, stenogra- 
phers, mechanics, engineers, draftsmen, 
fite clerks, accountants, comptometer 
operators, and hundreds of other workers 
needed to handle‘ the routine of these 
bustling times. 

On the Coast Division there were 
1087 new faces up to April 30; on the 
Western, 697 new faces; on the Portland, 
525, and on the Los Angeles, 511. Some 
500 men stepped in on various jobs in the 
Sacramento, Los Angeles and EI Paso 
Shops. Of all the types of workers, the 
Maintenance of Equipment and Stores 
lead the field in increased number of 
jobs (2040), closely followed by the 
Transportation men—trainmen, engine- 
men, yardmen, etc. (1911). 

Impressive figures, these, as SP goes 
forward with the mobilization of an army 
of new railroaders, Ia many ways the in- 
duction of this new army parallels the 
induction of mea into U. S, military 
ranks. The army’s questionnaire finds its 
counterpart in the railroads’ application 
card, the army's physical examination is 
duplicated by that of the railroad, and 
the army's effocts to assign its recruits to 
duties appropriate to their experience are 
followed by the railroad in seeing that 
their applicants ate placed where their 
service will be of the greatest benefit to 
both railroad and individual. 

“Please ill out this application card” 
is usually the first official words an ap- 
plicant hears from any of our employ- 
ment offices, This card is designed to con- 
tain a comprehensive report.of the -appli- 
cant's background, education,’ business 
training, experience, and ambitions along 


railroad lines. From :a study” of -this . 


fotm and ‘through : personal interviews,; 
SP's supervising -officers .are able ‘toll’ 
vacancies and new positions with marked. 
accuracy. In all cases, applications are: 
given careful consideration and study, 

Chief Clerk F. G. Clisham, who inter-- 
views applicants for clerical positions on: 
the Coast Division, states that applicants. 
are first classified as to their present and! 
potential ability. Those with no previous. 
railroad experience are often sent to on- 
Hine positions to obtain sufficient railroad! 
background for division headquarters’ 
work. When clerical jobs are open, every 
effort is made to fill them with men from 
other occupations where opportunity for 
advancement is not so great. 

E. P. Kelty, manager of clerical em- 
playment for the General Office account. 
ing departments, personally interviews all 
applicants and decides on their potential 
value to the railroad, Many other depart- 
ments inform him of their clerical needs 
and when he fiads an applicant who 
seems to be qualified for wark in these 
departments he refers such applicants to 
the heads of these departments. This 
inter-departmental cooperation is carried 
out throughout the system and is re- 
sponsible for avoiding many delays in 
locating individuals to fll particular jobs. 


Examining Doctors Busy 


For SP’s examining doctors, all this 
adds up to busy days, The rapid upswing 
in employment has not been allowed to 
effect the thoroughness with which ap- 
plicants are examined as to their fitness 
to handle various phases of railroading. 
Just as the application card gives the 
technical background of the potential 
railroader, so the medical chart of the 
doctor gives the physical condition of the 
applicant in its more important aspects. 
Dr. H. F. Unsinger, examining physi- 
cian at the General Office, gives an in-

when he states that he has examined close 
to 1500 applicants since the fifteenth of 
March. Many private doctors don’t ex- 
amine that many different patients in a 
good portion of their professional careers. 

Assistant Superintendent B, W. 
Mitchell of the Los Angeles Division 
makes some pertinent remarks that are 
characteristic of the men whose duties 
call for them to consider applications for 
railroad employment, Mitchell, who in- 
terviews all those applying for work in 
such capacities as yardmen, brakemen, 
switchmen, firemen, on the Los Angeles 
Division, says in part: “What we're tty- 
ing to hire is not simply men to fill the 
job of the day, but men who we feel have 
the potential ability to take their places 
as trainmasters, assistant superintendents, 
superintendents, and ranking officers of 
the Company. Every time I sit across a 
desk from a man applying for a job I 
think of him as a man who might one day 
be president of the Southern Pacific, The 
big thing is to find out ag rapidly as pos- 
sible whether he'll ever become. a rail- 
toader, If he will, the important thing is 
to start him on the track where he'll go 
the farthest. If he won't, it’s best for him 
and for the SP Company to part com- 
pany, for neither one can do the other 
much good.” 

That scems to us to hit the nail tight 
on the head—the big activity of these 
busy days is to find men who will do the 
most for the SP, and for whom the SP 
can do the most. Reports from all sides 
indicate that as the hundreds of new rail- 
roaders join with us, they lose no time 
in adopting the great traditions of the 
railroad business as their own. Impressed 
from the first by the courteous treatment 
of the employing officer, welcomed and 
aided by their fellow employes, they 
rapidly see the practical application of 
our slogan; “Your Friendly Railroad,” 
and-express it in theiz own railroad lives.

Troop Movement Is 
Coast Record 


| Y train and truck, 35,000 soldiers 

recently moved from Ft. Lewis, 
Washington, to the Fort Ord area in 
California to participate in the most cx- 
tensive war games ever held on the Pa- 
cific Coast. When the Third and 41st 
Divisions from Fort Lewis meet with the 
Seventh Division of Fort Ord some time 
this month, over 62,000 men will engage 
in mock warfare. 

To the railroad fell the responsibility 
of carrying over 17,000 troops on 27 
troop teains, and tons of equipment on a 
mixed train and one solid freight train. 
Troops and equipment moved over a five- 
day period from May 23 to 27, all trains 
originating at Fort Lewis and destined 
for San Lucas and San Ardo. The move- 
ment entailed the use of 520 passenger 
cars and 79 freight cars. 

While this movement did not com- 
pare with last year’s handling of National 
Guardsmen and troops over SP lines 
from the seven western states to the Fort 
Lewis area, and while it will be over- 
shadowed by the movement planned for 
this August, it was the largest single 
troop movement yet recorded on the Pa- 
cific Coast. Operating details —~ pacticu- 
larly intricate because the troops moved 
during a heavy freight and passenger sea- 
son—were worked out by railroad and 
military authorities some time ago. As 
train after train pulled in to San Ardo and 
San Lucas on their scheduled half-hour 
interval arriving times, proof was again 
given that THE RAILROADS ARE READY. 


EMBA Grows in Members 
and Sound Finances 


HEALTHY condition in member- 
ship and financial stability, is re- 
flected in the Glst Annual Report of 
the SP Employes’ Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation recently issued by President Hen- 
Jey C. Booth. There was a net gain of 


313 members during the year, an increase 
from 9,169 to 9,482 in spite of 284 
lapses and 115 deaths, according to 
Secretary Julia Mott. Total assets stood 
at $2,396,345.12 at the end of the fiscal 
year on April 30, of which amount 
$2,205,696.45 was invested in U. S. 
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bonds. Benefits paid during the: year 
totaled $146,100. Receipts’ were’ $187,- 
609.47 in dues from -membets, ‘and 
$71,144.57 in interest from bonds. 

The EMBA, organized in 1880°by em- 
ployes of the Southern Pacific and pioneer 
Central Pacific companies, is a mutual in- 
surance association in the fullest sense of 
the term. It is self-governing, has no 
stockholders, and is not a subsidiary of 
nor controlled by any other company ot 
association. All profits go into a reserve 
fund maintained ‘to give ‘stability to 
EMBA certificates, which fund “consists 
solely of government bonds and cash. 
Members can only be accepted from those 
who have had three months’ service with 
the SP Co. or by a company in which it 
has at least 25% stock ownership. 

On the Board of Directors, W. B. 
Kirkland, supt, of transportation; A. S. 
McKelligon, general storekeeper; and 
Frank Mulks, former asst. to the presi- 
dent, were elected to the three-year terms, 
and R. G. Herda, asst. gen’l manager of 
PFE, was elected to an unexpired term 
of two years.

NOMPRISING the largest tour group 
ever to depart from’ a western city 
on a trip through the southern republic, 
a party of approximately 550 men and 
women left Los Angeles Saturday, May 
17, for Mexico City on a trip arranged 
by Al Malaikah Temple of the Shrine. 
Five special trains carried the record- 
breaking delegation of lodge people for 
the two-week trip, a feature of which was 
a joint initiation ceremonial held with 
the temple of Mexico City on May 24 at 
the ancient pyramids near the Mexican 
capital.

The trip to Mexico City was made 
through the West Coast Territory, with 


brief stops at Mazatlan and Guadalajara.

SP Is "On the Air” from Hollywood 


ITH four contestants chosen from 

the audience at each program for a 
mythical trip, Southern Pacific’s radio 
program “All Aboard” went on the air- 
lanes Wednesday evening, April 30, at 
9:15 p.m. for half an hour from Colum- 
bia Square in Hollywood, with release 
over Station KNX, 

The program, which is of the popular 
quiz type, caught the attention of radio 
listeners from the start. Enthusiastic 
audiences have filled the radio studio 
each Wednesday evening since the initial 
program. Act Baker, well known radio 
announcer, is the “conductor” on each 
Wednesday evening “trip” over the air, 
assisted by Announcer Act Gilmore as 
his “brakeman.” 

The four contestants, two men and two 
women, after having been chosen just 
prior to opening of each program, are 
helped “aboard” some SP train for the 
half hour of entertainment during which 
a mixture of serious and humorous ques- 
tions and stunts aid the contestants in 
winning “traveling expenses” for the 
evening's trip.

Operating Results For the 
First Four Months 


FR the four months ended April 30, 
1941, Railway Operating Revenues 
of Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem amounted to $84,619,357, or $15, 
563,595 more than the revenues for the 
same period of 1940; a 23% increase. 
During the same period Railway Oper- 
ating Expenses were $58,626,336, or 
$4,427,169 more than the expenses for 
same period [ast year; an 8% increase. 
Federal retirement and unemployment 
insurance taxes amounted to $2,312,991 
and other railway taxes $3,876,371; 4a 
total of $6,189,362. After deducting 
these taxes and $4,241,940 of net rentals 
for use of equipment and joint facilities, 
there was left Net Railway Operating In- 
come of $15,561,719, or $10,677,195 
more than the net railway operating in- 
come for the first four months of 1940. 
Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting: of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 


three months ended. March 31, 1941, the 
final result was a Net Income of $4,450,- 
418, which compares with a net loss of 
$3,673,591 for the first three months of
